WASHINGTON, August 26.—The Republican 
prints the following letter received by a gen- 
ohana in Petersburg, Va., from Senator Ma- 

one: 

OLD Pornt Comrort, Va., August 24.—Dear Sir: 
Any supgestiomw hich places me in the attitude of 
& Candidate for nomination to congress from the 
four h district, or which, as if to invite, comveys 
the implication that I will accept the nomination 
if tendered me, is at once distasteful and at yari- 
ance with an unvarying and freely expressed opin- 
ion in that connection. 
_I protestthat I be not put ineither of these ob- 
jecuorable relations tothe party and district. I 
must and will repudiate every implication which 
presets me as a Candidate, or as willing to accept 
a nomination. Ido not desire, while always 
willing to serve where duty and the interests of 
perty command that I shall. I have never 
thought an emergency would come which might 
bring the partyin this case to conclude that I 
ought to take the romination, and that even then, 
in the event oftuch an unlikely coutingeucy, the 
solution would be found to satisfy the paramonat 
interests of conjuncture. 

I have all along @uring the past six months and 
more, said to numberless gentlemen who desired 
that 1 consent totake the nomination that I did 
not desire a seatin congress; that under no cir- 
cumstances couldI consent to be Considered a 
candidate; thatI could not conceive of an exi- 
gency likely to arrive Where party duty would or 
could compel the accepiance ofa nominstion, I 
did not desire, nor could I allow my name to be 
need to defeat the nomination of any candidate of 
good stending inthe party. This has been my po- 
sition. and ] cannot aliow itto be changed. 

My Cesire has been, and that desire has been re 
reatedly expreseed, that the people should be left 

iree, unimportuned by an aspirant, to his friends 
to choose the best man, unpledged to any person 
to represent them at the convention, and that the 
Gelegates co chosen, after an interchange of views 
with co-delegates from the cities and counties 
composing the district, would, with impressive 
unanimity, nominatethe best man for Congress in 
the interest of the country, state, district and 


party.

THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


Expenditures for the Last 

Ouarter. 

WASHINGTON, August 26.—Receipts on ac- 
count ef the postal service during the quarter 
ended March 31 last, were $11,538,631, or an 
increase of $554 952 over the receipts for the 
corresponding quarter of the preceding fiscal 
year, while the expenditures were $12,769,433, 
being $1,230,807 in excess of receipts and 
$224 591 more than the expenditares for the 
corresponding quarter of 1885. The sales of 

age stamps, cards, etc., amounted to $10,- 
924.523, and the revenue for the money order 
business aggregated $82,758. The exvendi- 
tures on account of the special delivery ser- 
vice during the quarter was $20,057; for the 
railroad service, $3,523,142, and for the star 
route service, $1,323,183,

Several of the auimal’s 
teeth entered the flesh in the cheek above the 
eye. The little boy did not suffer much, ex- 
cept from the laceration, bat his parehts at 
once teck him to Denton, where a madstone 
was applied. It wonld not adhere and it was 
eaid no virus had entered the systen. Not 
satisfied, the father took the boy to Mansfield, 
where a second madstone was applied, 
It also refused to adhere. Saturday the little 


+: fellow said his throat was sore, and refused to 


eat. He would cry when water was brought 
near him and soon became frantic. Physicians 
went out from Fort Worth and exhausted 
their skill, but the boy grew worse, and 
greevish foam issued from his mouth. His 


piteous cries avd contortions were simply’ 


horrible. A _ little playmate came to see 
him yesterday, and Walter snapped at 
him, biting him slightly in the face. The 
pbvticians fear this boy has also been inocu- 
lated with the poison. Last evening the euf- 
ferer became quiet for a while and slept for a 
few moments. He awoke with a tremor, bark- 
ed like a Gog, bent himself nearly double, 
gnashed his teeth, blood and foam gushed 
from bis mouth and he was dead. Mra. Gan- 
dy, mother of the boy, is prostrated with grief, 
It is feared she will die from the shock. 


A STRANGE SUICIDE. 


Once He had Friends, but Now He Has 
None. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 26.—[Special.]— 
A mysterious suicide occurred in Franklin 
county, Tenn., five wiles west of Winchester. 
Eé die Stoll, an industrious German farm hand 
employed on the farm of Mr. Joseph Morris, 
was well known for his cheerful, genial na- 
ture, and wes a general favorite with the 
young folks, being the life of every social 
gathering. Stoll’s antecedents were unknown, 
and he had several times said: “I once had 
people and a country, but I have none now.”

No 
motive is known for the deed»Dae family re- 
ferred to Were asked, but disclaimed ‘dil 
knowledge of Stoll, though they had noticed 
that he persistently avoided them. 


A RAILROAD WRECK. 


Collision of Trains in Ohio—Several Persons 
Killed, 

CoL_umeBus, Ohio, August 26.—A collision 
occurred about midnight atthe crossing of the 
Bee Line and Pan Handle railroads at Milford 
Center. A Pan Handle freight was standing 
on the track when the Bee Line through pas- 
senger train from Cincinnati dashed into it at 
full speed. The marshal of Milford Center 
end a citizen standing near by were struck by 
the debris, and the marshal killed and the 
other seriously wounded. Two passengers 
are reported killed and several severely 
wounded, The fireman of the passenger train 
is missing and is supposed to be beneath the 
wreck, 

A special dispatch reports that the only vic- 
tims of the wreck at Milford Center are Chas. 
Phillips, pight policeman at that. place, and 
Samuel Landon, of Marysville, assistant ser- 
geant-at arms of the Ohio house of representa- 
tives. The coroner ffinds that the passenger 
train’s air brakes failed to work, and the train 
wes going at the rate of thirty miles per hour, 
while the freight train was going eight miles 
per hour. The fireman of the passenger train 
jumped from a window of the cab and was 
badly injured about the head. 


A WEDDING POSTPONED.

Every lanyerin Georgia has known cases, the

On this subject, the report says, in part, the 
common law svttem of pleading was in many re- 
spects an excellent system, and perhaps its chief 
fault wasin the rule which required the contro- 
versy between the parteis to be reduced to a sin- 
gle issne.

Dilustrations of actual cases may be quoted. One 
of our judges recently heard a case involving com- 
plicated pertnership dealings between two bro- 
thers. The trial lasted three days; a great many 
nice questions of law were presented; the judge, of 
course, bad to give iu cuarge to the jiiry the differ. 
ent hy potberes claimed by both sides w be appli- 
cable to the disputed faets. The jury went out, 
and ore of them afterwards told the judge that the 
Only aigument wed in thejury room in discussing 
the vercict was: “Bill is aclever fellow; let us 
give i: to Bill.” Another case was one in which 
ihe widow of an employe, killed in a railroad col- 
lition, obtained a verdict against the corporation 
fur $10,000, The judge instructed the jury, that 


when they retired to their room the 
first question for them to consider was 
whether the employe was wholly free from 
fauit. Heteld them if they did not find this in 


favor of the plaintiff they need go no farther, but 
they must determine that question first, If they 
found tbat the deceased was free from fault, they 
would next consider whether the defendant was 
in fault. The jury retired to theirroom, and the 
jacege entered his office, which was next door. He 
overheard the deliberations of the jury. Without 
paying the slightest attention to the orderin 
which he directed themto consiler the questions 
in the case, the first question asked was: ‘Well, 
boys, how much shall we zive her?”’ 

Now,in both these caces,ifthe attention of the jury 
had been Girected to the issues between the par- 
ties seperately, aud ifthey had be2en required to 
makea separate findiog upon each, they would 
have been compelled tomakean examination of 
the testimony, end probably a different result 
might have been reached. In the latter case it is 
guile probable tbat the jury would not have been 
able to fay, upon their oaths, thatthe deceased 
was free from fault, although they felt quite equal 
to the bringing in of a verdict for $10,000. 

Trial by jury proceeds onthe maxim that it is 
the province of the court to determine questious 
of law andofthe jury to determine questions of 
fact. Under that maxim,as now applied, the 
functions of the judge and jury are so closely con- 
nected that the :s:ues of law and fact are tried to 
gether, The couusel arguethe law before the 


coult, but in the heating of the 
jury, and address the jury upon the 
evidence, generally in the same speech. The 


judge Cecides what rules of law are applicable to 
ihe different theories of the evidence claimed by 
the opposing sides, end charges the jury thatif 
they fi.d from the evidence that certain facts are 
proved, then the law is as he proceeds to stats it, 
end continues to lay down ruies of law applicable 
toevery hypothesis whjch may be formed upon 
ihe evidence. In arrivig at a verdict, the jury 
(thceoreticalls ) must first decide which of the differ- 


ent hypothetical states of act described 
by the judge has been shown to be 
tine, ard must then spply thereto tce 


rules of Jaw which they werecharged to observe 
siter reaching taat decision as to the evidence. In 
mort cases, and in all complicated cases, certain 
facis so afiect and qualify other facts that many 
bypotheses of law must be stated to thejurg, in 
order to correspond with eyery theory o: witch 
the evidence may admit. 

This method, and not the jury, is responsible 
formost of the imperfect work done by the jury 
in civil cases. 

1. It puts upon untrained men the most delicate 
and difficult function in legal administration—the 
application of the law to the facts—more difficult 
than simply to decide the law or ascertain the 
facts. The theory that jursmen, whoknow noth- 
ing of tbe evicence uutil they hear it at the trial, 
will be able to grasp it as a whole and appreciate 
the logical connection of different portions of it, 
the qaualifieations of ceriain facts by others, 
ard ihen will be able to remember

The eager contests which learned lawyers make 
®cfore the court in endeavoring to procure instrac- 
tions tothe jury, which shall recognize the nice 
discrimination (of which they realize the signifi-, 
cance) upon which the law of the case depends, 
bas no paralicl] exceptin the grotesque humor of 
Rabelias, in FODURSenLing ABaee Bridoise as inves- 
tigating with utmost deliberation the papers in 
the cases which nevertheless he intended to de- 
cide by the chances of the dice. 

Juries cannot and do not apply the law to the 
facis; their verdicts merely represent the result bf 
the general impressions made upon them during 
the trial. 

2. This method is the secret of eternal youth in 
liligation—new trials. Under the theory which 
presumes that the jury understands and applies 
every legal proposition charged by the court, it 
follows that, for every error therein, a new trial 
must be granted, because it may haye influenced 
ibe jury in arriving ata conclusion. Here is the 
germ of immortality in every case. Until all pos- 
sibility of error in the charge of the judge is eliml- 
nated, the trialcourtand the appelate court may 
play with each case the legal game of battledore 
and shuttiecock. 

3. This method wastes the time of the jurv, and 
increases the burden of their service by requirin 
their attendance during the arguments of counse 
tothe court upon the law. 

1 ‘it flings a case bodily,” with all of its com- 
plications, upon twelve confused and bewildered 
men, and tempts them to dispose of it without 
iherough and conscientious examination. 

The remedy for these evils is ina more literal ap- 
plication of the maxim, that qnestions of fact are 
ior the jury, and questions of law for the court. In 
all cases the court and couasel should separate the 
issues of law and fact. In Going this the court 
would eliminate all purely formal matter of proof, 
and would rule upon many questions to the 
admissibility of evidence, the discussion f which 
now interruptevery trial. After these issues are 
formulated in distinet questions of fact, lef them 
be submitted to the jury, when the court is in ses- 
sion for jury trials, who will make a findiag upon 
each issue. Thereupon the court will enter the 
judgment of the law upon the facts so determined. 

This method would jeave to the jury that which 
itcan do well, and to the court that which it 
alone is competenttodo. Ifthe court errs in its 
judgmentin applyingthe law to the facts, the 
higher court can correctthe error and make an 
end to the case, without sending it back for an- 
cther finding of the facts.

dec. 22. Where amendments to pleadings, made 
after the first term, surprise the adverse party and 
caure a continuance, the court shall require the 
amending party to pay all costs which have ac- 
cued, : 

Under this head, the report says: 

We come to the subject of continuances, or 
as an English writer has forcibly called it, ° the 
postponement swindle.’ Under this head we 
must take the —- for continuance sepa- 
raiely. The first and most usual ground is the ab- 
sence of a material witness. In civil cases this is 
pot a ground for a continuance, unless the witness 
resides in the jurisdiction. Upon an average there 
ase, rhaps, five witnesses in every civil case 
«hich comes betore the courts. This is a low esti. 
mate. Now, when the various kinds of ‘“'prov i- 
dential causes’ are considered and applied this 
number of persons, it becomes a simple question 
of the calculus of probabilities as to what chauce 
for triel the average case has. In those Cases 
«here the witnesses residing in the jurisdiction 
are pnumerous, it would really be possibile, 
under the present rule, for a party to preventa ye 
trom ever coming totrial at all. This ground 0 
continuance wou)d be entirely relieved against by 
sequibing the parties to reduce to writing before an 
(xamiper or commissioner, by oral examination, 
the testimony of their witnesses. This weuld pre- 
rerve the full right of cross-examivation. At the 
‘ime of the trial, if the witness was accessible, he 
eculd be produced before the jury and examined, 
hot if be was vot accessible, his evidence 60 taken 
might be ured. Of course the advantage of having 
a witpess examined in the presence of the jury 
is recognized, but this is not sufficient! 
creat to overcome the disadvantage whic 
repultefrom fiequent continuanceson the grouud 
of absence of witnesses Ititsof more importance 
‘hat cares should be tried, and the expense of the 
sessions of the court should be redu

€ bye etia ofa lawyer's wife, will stop all the 
judicial machinery, aud break up the business of 
& cout. Lawyers are the officers of the 
court, a8 well as the egents of their 
clients. In recognition of their former relation, 
substitution should be required when practicable. 
The co, stitutions guarantee the right of counsel, 
but botof any particular counsel. If, therefore 
tbe Gitebility of connsel be known a sufficient 
time it advance of trial toseeure other represen- 
tation, it should not be interposed to the prejudice 
of the opposite perty, aud certainly no continu:

This is but one item of a thousand. There 
are several excellent steam laundries in the 
city. And yetit isthe ordinary thing for 
gentlemen to send their cuffs and collars to 
New York to be laundried. So it goes in 
every branch of business. The patronage 
that would enrich home industries goes to 
the north and builds that section while oar 
own languishes. When we learn the wis- 
dom and policy of standing by our own in- 
dustries, the manufacturing problem will be 
solved and ourcity and state will prosper 
beyond the hopes of their most sanguine 
friends. 


The Law's Delay. 

The report of the special committee on 
**Delays in the Administration of Justice,” 
read yesterday at the meeting of the Georgia 
Bar association, was, in the main, a strong 
paper. It contained many valuable sugges- 
tions. 

From time immemorial there have been 
complaints of the law’s delay. One difficulty 
isin the arrangement of the termsof the 
courts. As the report says: 

The protes! agairst the obstruction of “terms” 

. beganeerly. An old English poet, who, perhaps, 
himself bad learned “What hell it is in sucing 
long to bide,’’ has rhymed his grievance in these 
lines : 

“Ifmy unbonest ncighbor damnably 

Porswear my debt, or payment me deny, 

Yet I am forced to stay a year from hence. 

Till time the people's common pleas commence. 

When that time comes, I then must all’s abide 

A thousand trifling put-off tricks beside,” 

Stil), the frequent protests of the people 
against the tardy administration of justice 
seem to have availed little. Itis admitted 
that there has been some improvement in 
England, but, strange to say, in the midst 
of the rush and hurry of American life, the 
Jaw bas lagged behind. So great is the evil 
that a grand jury of this county, not very 
long age, presented the matter as a public 
nuisance, and called upon our legislature to 
abate S437 # 

The committee’s report tills twenty-nine 
printed pages, and our space will not permit 
anything more than a brief reference to some 
ofthe recommendations made. It is sug- 
gested that the terms of the superior court be 

made quarierly instead of semi-annually, for 
the trial of issues of fact. Concerning the 
dime of trial, the tullowing recommeadatioas 
appear to be sound:

A Word for Silver, 

The Boston Advertiser and its esteemed 
contemporary, the Globe, have been discuss- 
ing thesilver question during the heated 
term. 

The Advertiser, the other day, spoke 
scornfully of the silver dollar as being worth 
only seventy-one cents, whereupon the 
Globe’s editorial page broke out with an 
eruption of tantalizing offers of seventy‘five 
cents for every silver dollar that the Adver- 
tiser was ready tosell at that figure. It is 
needless to say that this way of treating the 
question excited the Advertiser’s unuttera- 
ble disgust. 

In this country it is useless to fight silver. 
Itisa part of our constitutional currency 
and will always hold an honored place. In 
theory there may be such a thing as a seven- 
ty-one cent silver dollar, but the American 
people have never seen it. Every day in 
the week every man in the land takes the 
silver dollar for one hundred cents. It buys 
asmuch asthe gold dollar. We need not 
fear that the silver circulation will become 
inconvenient. Silver certificates will get 
around that difficulty. 

The stale objection that Germany and Eng- 
land disfranchised silver will soon be an- 
swered by the retura of England to the 
double standard. Europe is finding out that 
she cannot lay down the law to us in this 
matter. She will have to come to our stand- 
ard. Practically the results of our silver 
dollar coinage have been all that could be 
desired. We have prospered steadily and 
are entering upon a new era of good times. 
Of course it would be injurious to push sil- 
ver coinage to anextreme. We must stick 
to acurrency of gold, silver and paper, main- 
tained on an equal footing by the faith of 
the government. We have sucha currency 
at present, and practically it works well 
enough. It is only in theory that any trouble 
arises, 


The Russian Advance. 

The indications are that the eastern ques- 
tion isto be reopened. The deposition of 
Alexander, of Bulgaria, was a Russian trick, 
aud our latest advices are to the effect that 
the unfortunate prince is to enjoy his liberty 
only in the event of his unquestioning ac- 
ceptance of the situation. The desire of his 
people to re-establish him on the throne goes 
for nothing. Opposition to Russia is not to 
be thought of. 

In securing control of Bulgaria, Russia is 
only carrying out her traditional policy. 
Sooner or later she must have Constantino- 
ple or engage in a death-grapple for the 
prize. To prevent thishas been the main 
object of European soldiers and statesmen 
for two hundred years. But step by step 
the creat bear of the north marches on. 


__.-_If Russia is in earnest she has selected an 


opportune moment. Germany and Austria 
do not seem disposed to stand in her way. 
England will fight if she can, but she is se- 
riously handicapped. Russia is ready for 
war with an army of more than two million 
men. England hardly knows what to count 
on. If she puts forth the full measure of 
her strength abroad, Ireland will give her 
trouble at home. Perhaps there will be no 
war. There may be another patched up 
treaty. However, delay counts. for little. 
In the end Russia must have her way. Each 
generation adds to her strength, and in her 
aggressive foreign policy there has never 
been a backward step. Relentless in pur- 
pose, she is rapidly nearing the day when 
she will be resistless'in might. 


Jules Verne Outdone. 

The submarine voyages of Jules Verne 
were purely imaginary, but submarine navi- 
gation has come to pass. , 

Professor J. H. L. Tuck, a California man 
who bas spent twenty-five years anda hun- 
dred thousand dollars in experiments, has 
constructed the vessel for which the world 
has so long waited. 

An exhibition of the boat was given in the 
I{udson river at New York day before yes- 
terday, and the result was highly satisfacto- 
ry. ‘‘The Peacemaker’’ is thirty feet long, 
seven and a half feet broad and six feet deep. 
There is no ingress except by a small man- 
hole, which leads down toaroom 13x7 feet 
in size, which is arranged as an engine room, 
Compressed air is kept in pipes to be liber- 
ated as it is needed. A small propeller is 
worked by chemicals, in which soda plays a 
part, The boat is weighted down with lead 
until she is barely above water, while pipes 
are 60 alranged that water can be admitted 
or expelled, thus aiding to lower or raise the 
vesrel, 

The exhibition was witnessed by many 
people, among them representatives of the 
New York papers. 

The little boat sailed up the Hudson a 
hundred yards and then disappeared like a 
cuck. For a few seconds the waves betrayed 
her course, then the rippling ceased and all 
was<alm. There was no evidence that the 
Peacemaker had ever gone down or would 
evercomeup.

Manufacturing. 


Ep1Tors Constitution: During my absence 
from the city, it has given me much pleasure to 
see the move inaugurated to encourage manufac- 
turing. Itis impossible to over estimate the ben- 
efit of manufactures jto acity. More commerce, 
while s necessary ingredient tothe growth and 
prosperity ofa city, never, by itself, builds upa 
large city. It takes folks to makeatown. Our 
largest com mercial houses employ capital of about 
$600,000 cach. YetI doubt itone ofthem adds 
more than 100 or 150 to our population. The same 
half million invested in manufactures would give 
employment to at leaso 1,000 operatives and would 
add at least 3,900 to our population. 

Two things operate against manufacturing in 
our city. 1. Discrimination against our city in 
local freights This has been so much discussed 
recently that I willsay nothing more about it, at 
present; although | have some ideas about it that

2. Lack of banking capital. Why is banking 
capital so scarce with us? Simply because nobody 
can afford to run a bank solely on the capital stoc 
ofthe bank. A man can loan out his money with- 
out the expense ofrunning a bank. It is the profits 
on Geposits which constitutes the inducement 
to bank. Now right here comesin our difficulty. 
There is too little currency here to give us much 
to deposit. Why? Because we sendit all, or near- 
ly all, to Wall street to pay for what we buy of 
western produce and northern manufactures, 
Suppose we raised our own produce and man'- 
factured our own cotton, iron. . timber; ete., don’t 
you sce that all the $300.000,000 from our cotton 
crop alone, would be kept here, and would give 
us the best banking capital in the world? Every 
dollarspent for manufactures here, stay here. 
suppose it is a low estimate to say that each ofonur 
cotton factories here, sell during the year, a half 
million dollar’s worth‘ot their goods.*Therefore,the 
two now here add a million to the deposits of the 
bavks. Build up erough such factories and you 
will never hear anything more about the scarcity 
of banking capital. 

The price of money is regulated, like most other 
commodities, by the law of supply and demand. 
Take one bankin New York, the Importers and 
Traders’, its capital stock is $1,500,000. Yet its de- 
pcsits average about $55,000,000. Is it any wonder 
they can logn money, on Call, at from 2 to’ per 
cent? Double the average deposits of our banks 
and they can better afford to loan money at 5 per 
cent than they now can at 8, 

Now I think I have demonstrated that manu- 
factories will manufacture their own banking 
Capital, and that the banks and all who wish to go 
into the banking business are immensely interested 
in mannfactures. 

In further proof of this, look at the vast amount 
of money in the saving banks of New England put 
there mosily, according to Mr. Atkinson, by the 
operatives of their factories. 

Go not believe our people have ever attached 
sufficient importance to manufactures. 

Why, sirs, I could name three railroads that, if 
they would have their work donein Atlanta, would 
add 10,000 to our population.

Wilkes’s Low Tax.

The Niagara Whirlpool.

The whirlpool, well called ‘‘the angriest bit 
of water in the world,” is three miles below the 
great falls of Niagara, At this point the river, 
bending towards the Canada side, is contracted to 
a width of about 220 feet. The waters rush vio 
lently into a deep depression in the steep cliff that 
rises on the Canada side, then they emerge, turn- 
ing back almost at a right angle to the American 
side.

The waves are never at rest. They toss and whirl 
and toy with the heaviest timber.

Through the generous provi- 
sion of Mrs. George Wymberly-Jones DeRenne, 
of Savannah, Colonel Jones has been enabled 
to do for Georgia what Georgia would not do 
for hereelf, and a privately pritited edition of 
forty-nine volumes of the “Journal ofthe Tras- 
tees’ has been edited and published in memory 
of the late Mr. DeRenne, whose devotion to the 
early records of the state was as conspicuous 
as that of Colonel Jones himself. “The Worm- 
sloe Series” of privately printed volumes at- 
test this fact, and the recent work authorized 
by his widow and performed by our distin- 
guishcd townsman, will find its wayin the 
handsomely printed pages of the Riverside 
presses into the famous libraries of the world. 
Mrs. DeRenne has presented volumes to the 
state of Georgia and to Colonel Jones, to sev- 
eral prominent public librariesin America, 
and the others will go to the great libraries in 
London, Berlin, Madrid, Rome and other cities 
where libraries are famous the world over. 
The copy of the volume now in possession of 
Colonel Jones, is one of the most elegant to be 
fovndinthe country. It will take its place 
in his library of choicest literary compilations, 
and rest alongside a number of other ripe 
scholarly and artistic productions of the owner. 

The private library of Colonel Jones at 
“Montrose,” on the Hill, near Augusta, is por- 
haps the finest in the state and certainly the 
most remarkable. His own volumes of his- 
torical, ack wologial, personal and literary pro- 
ductions and collections make up a library 
which cannot be matched in peculiar interests, 
and the fact that these books are handsomely 
bound and are the only specimens of their 
kind, makes them of untold value. They are 
the most superb souvenirs ever placed on a 
library shelf, and all are arranged in that ex- 
quisite taste and order for which Colonel 
Jones is famous, 

Among the peculiar volumes in Colonel 
Jones’s library is one which contains portraits 
of every president of the United States, wit, 
a bona fide autograph letter from eacha 
tached to the pages; another of United States 
supreme court judges, with autographs; an- 
other of attorneys general, etc.,and another 
of ell the colonial and state governors of 
Georgia from General Oglethorpe down to 
Goverzuor McDaniel.

Mr J. W. Clayton Writes a Private Letter to « 
Friend in New York, andit is Pablishea—Mr,

l.obibition is working rnin to Atlanta, while 
Macon, Savenvah, Augusia, Columbus, Montgom- 
ery, Rome, Birmingham are all moving forward 
the /ast (wo named experiencin 
here are occupying our time in bitter strife over 
prohibition and its results. Business here in al] 
tines is at @ standstill: nearly 3,000 houses vacant: 
real estate depreciated; assessments of real estate 
incresed to raise revenue; taxes iucreased 
wherever the charter wiil permit it; city 
can’t meet her engagements with  con- 
iracters forstreet work, ete,, ete. Atlanta may be 
put cown as a finished city. While we are cutting 
each other's throats our neighbors will gobble uo 
Atlanta's trade, which has already been done toa 
Jarge cxtent, which she will never regain for the 
reason that while Atlanta grows weaker neigh bor- 
ing cities are growing stronger.

A TALK WITH MR. CLAYTON. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter took the above 
clipping to Mr. Clayton and showed it to him, 
and asked if he wrote the letter? 

After a perusal, Mr, Clayton said: 

*I did sir, what about it?’ 

“Do you consider the views expressed cor- 
rect?” asked the reporter. 

“I think so, or I should not have expres;ed 
them. It was a private letter to a business 
mab, not intended for publication—buat stat- 
ing the facts as I believe them to exist.” 

“How about three thousand houses vacant 
in the city?” asked the reporter, 

“My opinion is that there are approxi- 
mately that number vacant; of course it was 
not meant, or taken to mean, that exact num- 
ber, but nearly that. The opinion is based on 
my observation and information from what 
I belicve reliable sources—and I believe the 
number of vacan; houses nearer 3,000 than 
2,000. 

“Whatabout the city not being able to 
mcet her liabilities to contractors?” 

“Well, I bave reliable information that the 
city bas not paid 

HER LARGEST CONTRACTOR 

since last January. The reasons I do not 
know, but presume she would pay if she 
conld. Furthermore,I regard the iacrease of 
afsecfents on property in the city as an eva- 
sion by which to increase taxes,and as an 
admission that on square principles and ex- 
pected and usval taxes, liabilities conld not be 
met. ’ 

“On whatdo you base the statement that 
Macon, Augusta, Birmingham and other sur- 
rounding cities are profiting. by Atlanta’s 
downfall?” 

“IT base iton facts that will be attested by 
wholesale merchants in all lines of tradeia 
the city. After the war Atlanta wrested from 
her surrounding rivals a portion of their nat- 
ural territory, which she has kept until very 
recently. They have now regained every 
inch of it. 
of South Carolina, Alabama, southwest Geor- 
gia, and all the way up to the Tennessee line, 
she does net now reach out farther than a ra- 
cius of 

FORTY TO FIFTY MILES, 
These are facts, and not mere talk. This ra- 


dius of course means for heavy goods. Dry 
goods and light lines of goods, of course, reach 
cut much further, but not so far as hereto- 
fore.”’ 

‘What lines of her trade extended furthest?” 

“The wholesale liquor trade, It reached out 
500 miles in most directions, Next would 
come the tobacco and paper tiade, possibly 
next the dry goods trade.”’ 

‘What about the decrease of Atlanta's popu- 
lation?’ 

“Well,it is my candid opinion. I’ve heard it 
estimated at as 12,000, but I think 10,000 will 
cover it. A host of our laborers and mechanics 
have left for want of work. Itis useless to 
continue this talk. The letter expressed my 
best information and candid belief.’ 

That was all the satisfaction the reporter 
could get and he took his departure. Mr. Clay- 
ton was in the wholesale whisky business be- 
fore prohibition went into effect. 


The Business Outlook, 

Messrs. Maddox, Rucker & Co., in their 
annual cotton or business circular, of this 
date, state that the outlook for business 
is rather encouraging.

THE JURY OF INQUBST COMPLETES 
lTS WORK--THE V&RDIGI. 


The Boty Taken From the Undcrteker's Home anc 
the Autopsy ts Abandoned—The Witnesses Tel! 
That Which Pointe to Eliison asthe 
Gulity Party—What was Proven. 


Fart Wall's body was laid to rest in Oakland 
cemctery yesterday afternoon at four o’clock, 
in the presence of a large concourse of mourn- 
ing relatives and sympathizing friends. 

Ellison, the young man who was held be- 
cause of his fight with Wall, now stands 
charged with Wall's death. 

Late night before last Mrs. Wall made a per- 
emptory demand upon the undertakers, Messrs 
Bowden & Patterson, for the body. The body 
had been removid tothe undertakers’ place 
from the hospital, in obedience to instructions 
from the coroner, so that an autopsy might be 
made when the jury reconvened. Wall’s 
mother objected to the autopsy and sent sev- 
eral requests to the undertakers for the body. 
Finally she made a demand for it in such 

A DETERMINED MANNER 
that the undertakers taid that it would be 
wiser tosernd it home thau detainit. They 
knew that the autopsy could be made at the 
house as Well as at any other place, and late in 
the night carried the remains home, The 
scene presented was a sad, touching one, when 
the lifeless remains were carried into the old 
home and laid out in the parlor. 
The mother’s grief was terrible. 
The house was full of friends and ,elatives, 
with allof whom the dead man had been a 
great favorite, and as the hours of night went 
by, they maintained a close watch upon the 
remains. The dead man wore a natural, life- 
like look, and apart from the ugly gash ex- 
tending down his face from the top of the 
forehead to the bottom of the chin, 
there was nothing to suggest the awful trag- 
edy that had been the last chapter in the pop- 
ujJar young man’s life. 
THE JURY RECONVENED. 


The jury of ixcquest reconvened in the 
morning at Patterson & Bowden's place, and 
after being calied to order was notified that 
the body had been surrendered 
to the family, and that the 
family objected tothe autopsy. This state- 
ment created quite a flutter among the mem- 
bersof the jury and Mr. W. G. Newman asked: 

“Is there any necessity for an autopsy?” 

“T don’t know that there is,” said Mr, S. B. 
Chapman. “However, it might be essential 
on the final trial.” 

“I don’t see,” said Mr. A. J. Vickers, “how 
we can get along withont an autopsy. 
The knite evidently {cut a tone and may be 
there isa piece of the blade broten off in the 
bcdy. If anything of that kind could be found 
it would change the opinion I now have upon 
the case.” 

“Suppose,” said W. D. Smith, “that we hear 
from Dr. Nicolson about it. I am informed 
that the attorney for Ellison claims that 

WALL WAS CUT IN THE BACK 
too. Dr. Nicclson can probably tell whether 
anything can be accomplished by an autopsy.” 

Dr. Nicolson was calied before the jury and 
asked whether he bad examined Wall care- 
fully when dressing the wounds. 

“I did; I gave him a careful examination, ’ 
was the answer. 

“Do you know, doctor. whether or not 
there was a wound in Wall’s back?” he was 
asked. ‘ 

“No, sir; there was none 

“Are you certain, doctor?” 

“Yes, sir,lam. While dressing the wounds 
I made a careful examination to see if he was 
cut anywhere else?” 

“And he was not?” 

“No;the only wounds I saw were in the breast, 
cn the face and the hands.” 

“Doctor, the family objects to an autopsy. 
Can you tell what killed Wall positively with- 
out one?” 


WHAT KILLED HIM. - 


“I feel satisfied that the wound in the breast 
killed bim.” 

“From your knowledge of that wound, do 
you think the knife struck anything hard 
enough to break it?” 

“No, Ido not. The knife entered between 
the first and second ribs and struck nothing 
harder than the flesh. I hardly think the 
blade could have been broken off in the 
wound.” 

The jury asked Dr. Boring for his opinion. 
He concurred with Dr. Nicholson, and then the 
jury abandoned the autopsy and resumed the 
inguest. The first witness introduced was 
Alice Marshall, housekeeper for Abbie Howard 

“] was atthe house,” she said, “when the 
trouble occurred. Bugg, the negro man who 
tends the door, had gone up town for a hack 
for Miss Abbie, and

“Do you know who was in the hack?’ 

‘The driver and Bugg.”’ 

“Wasn't Ellison in the haliway in the early 
part of the night, and didn’t he try to raise a 
disturbance then in the honse?’’ 

“J don’t know about that. I wasn’t at the 
heure in the early part of the night.” 

“How many disturbances occurred there 
that night?” 

“Three, I believe.” , 

RUGG'S STATEMENT INL@RSED. 

Albert Knott, the hackdriver whom Bugg 
had said wes in the hack with him wher the 
fight occurred, was introduced. In answer to 
a question he said: 

“l saw the fight on the veranda. One man 
ran down and just as he reached the sidewalk 
the wan who followed him knocked him 
down. Then when the man underneath got 
up be ran towards Decatur street, aad the 
other man said: 

“Oh, yes, run d-—n you, I’ve whipped you.” 

“Then two men and the other one went to- 
wards the railroad and cut east,’’ 

‘Did you know any of the men?” 

“I did not. It was too dark to recognize 
peg There was no light except over the 

oor. 

“Who was in the hack wih you, any one?” 

“Yes, sit; Bugg wasin there and saw just 
about what I saw, I reckon.”

He was not 
removed from the city prison yesterday ,but 
willbe taken to jail this morning, Ellison 
in accordance with instructions from his at- 
torney, declines positively t» talk, and opens 
bis mouth only when he wants to dogo. It 
is Dot known what his attorney willdo Tae
